“Mother, look at this document.” 

“Your diploma, Jane? It looks just like mine. Change the names and 
dates, and you would have diploma from Roosevelt, Twenty-eight. When 
they distributed the diplomas to us that night, I felt just as I did the first 
time I took a ride in one of those interurban aeroplane lines which are so 
common now. 

Nineteen twenty-eight. That’s twenty-five years ago. It doesn’t seem 
possible. Things have happened so thick and fast that I haven’t had time 
to think over old times.” 

“Then relate some of your experiences, Mother.” 

“Where shall I begin? You know that when we started high school we 
entered the Mayfair Branch in September, nineteen twenty-four. Next 
year we went to Hibbard, the main building. In the spring nineteen twenty- 


six, when the new Roosevelt High was opened, we became members of the 
school of which both you and I are so proud.” 
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“It seems to me that, when we started at Mayfair, our class did not 
number many more than one hundred and fifty. Then as the years passed, 
by, and and when we graduated, there were seven rooms of 4A’s. 113B was 
in charge of Mrs. Smith; 116B was in charge of Mrs. Baldwin. Then Miss 
Morse was teacher of 211B, Miss Hunt of 229B, and Miss Andrews of 233B.” 

“Of course, our class cannot compare with yours in size, but, still, it was 
the largest that had ever been graduated from Roosevelt. Our division room 
teachers certainly had a great influence over us. They inspired us and helped 
us along in our work. It is true we did not graduate at the age of ten, as vou 
do now. But for intellectual ability, we headed the list at that time. I re- 
member two of the class, Carlton Fallert and Edna Penning, who set up 
remarkable records in scholarship, though, of course, there were others 
almost as good.” 

“As I remember we had a great deal of work to do. But studies inter- 
ested most of us, so that we didn’t have to fight our way through them, I’m 
sure we just loved our literature! We read and struggled through Shakes- 
peare, Longfellow, and all the good writers. We would memorize ten lines 
of poetry a day in the time that you now spend in memorizing thirty. 

“By the time we had gone through high school we had developed a 
taste for good literature. In our class were several poets, Dorothy Schmidt, 
and Rose Markowitz, who, in her senior year, won the Ode Contest con- 
ducted in all Chicago high schools. We also had musicians, Leo Krakow, 
and Eugene Sadin.” 

“Yes, I know that you are very eager to praise your athletes and your 
gymnasium instructors. But first let me tell you about ours. There was no 
bright and shining light among our athletes, but they were all good. We 
had Sherman Perlstein, our honorable president, Alvin Bley, Irving Roth- 
stein, James Lawrence and others. But my memory fails me. 

We had real games. Yours are altogether too tame, and I cannot under- 
stand why you boys and girls, now-a-days are so interested in this game of 
“aeroplane polo.” 

“We were a pretty active class, and we somehow found time for enter- 
tainments of various kinds. During our freshman year, we took part in the 
many good times which were held at the Mayfair Branch. In our sophomore 
and junior years at Hibbard, we enjoyed ourselves at the dances given in 
the gym, and supported our school teams by going to the games. 

In our senior year, when we were at Roosevelt, we had even more good 
times. 

Our division teachers taught some good principles of ethics to us 
in our last year at Roosevelt. All the philosophy we gathered at Roose- 
velt in different ways, seemed to have done us good, for I am sure that the 
absence of jealousy, the general feeling of comradeship, and our class spirit 
compared well with that of any class. Those days at Roosevelt proved an 
inspiration to us all, for the members of the June Class of Twenty-eight made 
their marks in the world.

The Student Council, which was organized about four and a half years 
ago, has proved to be of great value to the school. Its main purpose is to 
get in direct contact with each student, and to take care of his problem in 
the best manner possible. 

This organization is the only one which takes care of the interests of 
the entire school. All students are represented—one representative being 
elected from each division, and one from every club, if it cares to send. 

In the past year the Student Council has sponsored several projects 
successfully. Among these are: the clean-up-campaign; the interschool 
social; establishment of the school fire box; cooperation with the Junior 
Red Cross; plates for the pictures won by members of our school; and, most 
important of all, the detention class, which has done extraordinary work in 
disciplinary cases. 

Much credit is due to Mr. Schulz and Miss Strubinger, under whose 
guidance we were able to accomplish these projects. We are also_ greatly 
indebted to Clarence Swanson, of the Boys’ Welfare Committee; Florence 
Flintenfeld, of the Civics Committee; Leo Krakow, of the Ways and Means 
Committee; Helen Fallen, of the Girls’ Welfare Committee; Rose Fair, of the 
Social Committee. 
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THE HALL-GUARD SYSTEM 


The hall-guard system, a branch of the Student Council, is by far one of 
the most important organizations at Roosevelt. It had its beginning at 
Hibbard High School about six years ago, when it was instituted by Mr. 
F. H. Schulz, who has been faculty adviser throughout its existence. 

The hall-guard force is a power in fire drills. It is the hall guard who 
is the important power in fire drills. It is he who is the important factor in the 
matter of general order and accord among students during the school day. Ushers 
and guards for school functions, play, and operas are also provided and super- 
vised by this organization. 

The effectiveness of the system is due in no small part to the way in 
which it is regulated. There is an even and well balanced distribution of 
responsibility. A chief and junior fire marshall is head executive and works 
in coordination with two assistant chiefs, one boy and one girl. Clarence 
Swanson is chief and junior fire marshall, Melvin Kaplan is boy assistant 
chief, and Dorothy Schmidt is girl assistant chief. For each period there 
is a captain who has entire supervision over all three floors, and a lieutenant 
for each floor. The office of recording chief is the newest in the system, 
having been created this semester, and is filled by Helen Fallen. 

This official has control of the merit system. She keeps a record of the 
merits and demerits charged to the account of each individual guard on the 
force, and every absence and excuse. Captains and lieutenants are respon- 
sible to the recording chief for the daily information for the hall guard 
books.

The Debate Club is the first and oldest of the two honor societies founded 
at Roosevelt. 

During the first semester of the 1927-1928 year some very interesting 
debates were held, one of which resulted in a victory, and another in a loss 
for us. The first debate was held with Waller High School. The question 
debated was; Resolved: “That the jury be abolished in the United States.’ 
The affirmative team was composed of 1. Nathan Kaplan, 2. Alice Schupp, 
and 3. Rose Fair, while the negative side had for its members 1. Wm. Glass- 
man, 2. Beatrice Tiger, and 3. Bernard Cooper. The other debate was held 
with Crane Technical High School. The question debated was the same as 
that of the State team. The affirmative side included 1. Edward Ruben, 2. 
Alice Russack, and 3. Elmer Morris; the negative team included, 1. Mac 
Goldstein, 2. Meyer Skolnick and 3. Melvin Kaplan. 

The club, while finishing its very satisfactory year, is busy developing 
talent for the coming year.

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THE STATE DEBATING TEAM 


The State Debating Team, composed of six students chosen from the 
entire student body, acquitted itself very creditably by winning fifth place 
among thirteen schools. This was Roosevelt’s first year at state debating. 
Miss Lettie E. Bristol coached the team and guided it through its inter- 
scholastic debates, scheduled by the Illinois State Debating League. 


Roosevelt has been in two state league debates. In the first triangular 
talk-tilt with Chicago Heights, and Riverside, Roosevelt received only two 
points out of a possible six, but in the second debate against Austin, our school 
took the total points, making eight points all together. 


Roosevelt’s affirmative team is composed of Wm. S. Glassman, J. 
Nathan Kaplan, and Elmer H. Morris. These are veteran debaters, thus 
making the team a very aggressive one. Wm. S. Glassman has been known 
throughout the school for his ability in public speaking. J. Nathan Kaplan 
has acted as rebuttal man in many interscholastic debates. Elmer H. Morris, 
the closing speaker, has been chosen for that place because of his ability at 
rebuttal and ability to leave a good impression on the judge. Together 
these three students make up a strong team. 

The negative team, although not all veterans, have met with wonderful 
success by winning five out of a possible six points. They are Mac Gold- 
stein, Bernard Cooper, and George Perkins. Mac Goldstein, recently from 
Hollywood, California, made the state team and was one of the main stays 
of it. Bernard Cooper has another year at Roosevelt and promises to bring 
honors both to his school and himself. George Perkins, the concluding 
negative, has represented Roosevelt in the city oratorical contest. He was 
the only veteran on the negative team.

When the semester of September 1927-28 began, the Roosevelt Unit of 
the R. O. T. C. had much to accomplish. Examinations for commissions 
were given by the A. P. M. & T. This was necessary because of the increase 
of the unit. New officers were commissioned, and three companies and a 
band were organized. Two hundred and fifty cadets were enrolled in 
February, 1928. The unit increased to three hundred and ten, including thirty- 
eight officers. 

The Roosevelt R. O. T. C. Unit was called out to participate in the 
Kiwanis park celebration and the Armistice Day Parade in Lincoln Park. 
They also had the chance to help the fire department on three occasions. 
Lieutenant Colonel Morris H. Sachs received the first Distinguished Service 
Medal ever given in the history of the Chicago R. O. T. C., for the saving of 
the lives of three small boys from suffocation. He was decorated by Major 
F. L. Beals, the P. M. S.& T. The Fire Department also sent the unit a 
letter of recognition. 

The graduating officers of 27 are Cadet Major P. Singer, Cadet Captain 
R. J. Peterson, Cadet Captain Z. Ader, Cadet Second Lieutenant W. Phila- 
baum. 

The Crack Squad placed seventh in the annual city meet. Twenty-one 
schools participated. The R. O. T. C. Circus was the chief event of the 
Tenth Anniversary of the Chicago R. O. T. C. Corps. The Circus was held 
at the Medinah Temple. 

The School now has a permanent usher force. The ushers assisted at 
the Parent-Teachers’ Association, Knights of Pythias, North Side Band 
Contest, and the R. O. T. C. Circus. The force consists of cadets only.

It was under the auspices of the Order of the Blade that the Roosevelt 
R. O. T. C. Military Ball was held, and the permanent usher and guard 
force of Roosevelt cadets formed. ‘These cadets ushered and guarded at the 
Knights of Pythias’ evening entertainment, the Northwest Band Contest 
and several other affairs held here. 

The homes of the different members served as meeting places for the 
club, but through the efforts of Captain Hibbard E. Whittlesey, bandmaster, 
the Kiwanis Park Field House was obtained as a permanent meeting place 
for the Order of the Blade. 

Not only does the Order of the Blade tend to give its members “a better 
and more complete knowledge of military science and tactics,” but the club 
acts as a disciplinary body and handles all cases of insubordination and dis- 
cipline that might arise in the corps.

The Roosevelt Home Economics Club has been recently organized and 
affiliated with the National Home Economics Association. ‘The general purpose 
of this club is to bring together the girls who are interested in home economics 
and who will aid in furthering the work of the school in the home.

The assistant secretaries carry out the lesser duties, to 
lighten the burden of the head secretaries. 

This office now has numerous duties. All business and financial affairs 
of the school are under its supervision. Special bulletins are issued to encour- 
age the sales of the Weekly and Annual. The subscription campaigns are 
conducted. Hall guard instructions are issued. School assemblies are 
arranged. 

This activity has now reached the point where it is considered one of 
the highest honors that the school can bestow, not only on account of the 
privileges it carries, but even more for the excellent business training it 
offers, Those on the force this semester are:

In the City High Scholastic Meet, Roosevelt placed third, then placed 
fifth in the National Meet. Sammy Rosen was the point scorer in both the 
meets, taking first in the one-hundred yard backstroke, breaking the city 
record for the event, in the City Meet, and finishing a very close second in 
the National Meet. 
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TRACK TEAM 


Considering the inadequate facilities for the training of track candidates, 
the indoor season was fairly successful.

In the City Meet, Morrie Kaplan placed in the broad jump, to win his 
major letter. Captain Perlow, Egel, Feldman, Lieb, L. Kaplan, Elovitz, 
and Berkson received the felt letter, for their garnering of points in the 
inter-school meets. 

Coach McCuaig organized the track squad last fall, about talent trans- 
ferred from other schools. Later as the season advanced the addition of 
local speedsters bolstered the squad. 

With the inauguration of the outdoor season, a better showing is ex- 
pected due to the competitive experience of the indoor season, and qa bet- 
ter place for practice.
